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1. Official records for the first six months of 1948 disclose that 
the value of reparations orders to be filled by the State of 
Mecklenburg during 1948 will almost equal that for 1947, and that 
in some categories it will be even higher. - 

2. In 1947, a large part of the reparations orders wasefilled by the 
shipyards and the lumber industry. Repair work on ships (178 sea- 

- going vessels and tankers) amounted to over 180 million marks, while 
the construction of new ships accounted for approximately 20 million 
marks. Figures available for the first six months of 1948 show that, 
proportionally, orders for new ships during this period reached last 
year's level, while orders for repair of ships were below last year's 
figure.
